tory Growing Brighter, 


KEY WEST, Fla., Jan. 13.—According to 


advices received here from Havana the 
government does not allow news of the : 
burning of plantations, etc., to be pub- 
lished, but it is stated on reliable authority 
that if the government allowed the grind- 
ingiof cane in Havana province the plan- 
ters would not be able to make 10,000 hogs- 
heads of sugar, because, from eight miles 
out of Havana as far as Matanzas, nearly 
all the sugar cane has been burned. 


General Weyler asserts that there are 


only 500 insurgents in the province of 
Pinar del Bio, but the Cubans say that he 
will shortly repent having made such a 
statement. There is no doubt that the in- 
surgents have suffered greatly from sick- 
ness and other causes, but it is claimed 
that should the Spanish commander only 
partly withdraw his troops from the west- 
ern part of Pinar del Bio the insurgents 
will again concentrate in large bodies, 
having only scattered into small groups 
for the present in order to escape the over- 
whelmingly large force sent against them. 


Only a few weeks ago the captain gen- 


eral adiritted that there were still 3,000 
men under arms against the government 
in Pinar del Bio. But the troops have 
certainly not brought back with them 
from the mountains 3,000 machetes, much 
less 3,000 rifles and the necessary ammuni- 
tion. The Cubans claim that all such 
statements are directed from Madrid for 
the purpose of influencing congressional 
action at Washington, and there is good 
reason to believe that such is the case. By 
apparently showing the pacification of 
Pinar del Bio the Spaniards undoubtedly 
hope to prevent any recognition of the 
belligerency of the Cubans. 


As a matter of fact, by the death of 


Maceo, there seems to be little or no 
change in the situation when compared 
with what it was a year ago, unless it is 
that the Cubais have more confidence, 
more arms and more ammunition than 
ever before, and that they are carrying the 
warfare close to the gates of Havana. 
Si?ch A state of affairs is likely to continue, 
from all appearances, until the Spaniards 
are exhausted financially and compelled 
to agree to all or nearly all the demands 
of the Cubans. The hitter are playing a 
slow but sure waiting game, and they can 
afford to do so, for it is apparent to every 
disinterested spectator of the struggle that 
this policy must win sooner or later. 


A great deal, of course, depends upon 


Maximo Gomez and the progress his army 
will make during the next few weeks or 
so. But it is not thought likely that Go- 
mez will risk a pitched battle with the 
Spaniards when he can probably accom- 
plish the end in view without taking any 
such chances. However, the Cubans ex- 
pect military news of importance shortly, 
as it is understood that they have been ad- 
vised by the New York junta that the mo- 
ment is opportune for a coup of some kind 
which will be of importance enough to 
demonstrate that General Weyler is not 
stating the exact facts when he says that 
the province of Pinar del Bio is pacified, 
and that he is now proceeding to accom- 
plish the pacification of the island, of Cuba. 


The insurgents have been frequently 


taunted by the Spaniards, and the fact has 
been much commented upon in the United 
States that the insurgents do not possess 
a single town of any importance. This is 
susceptible of an easy explanation. It is 
almost impossible for forces lacking in 
artillery to capture fortified towns pro- 
vided with an abundance of artillery and 
plenty of ammunition for the same. But 
now the insurgent leaders have been pro- 
vided with a few field pieces, which, al- 
though they may not be of sufficiently 
large caliber to be used as siege guns, may 
shortly be utilized in a manner which will 
astonish the Spanish, who have hitherto 
onjsivod considerable immunity owing to 
having the monopoly of artillery of the 
island. 
During recent months things 


have been made moreeqnal. and the insur- 
gents are not placed at the same disadvan- 
tages taat they were twelve months ago.

Their Prospects for Ultimate Vio- 
tory Growing Brighter, 


K ey W e s t, Fla., Jan. 13.—According to 
advices received here from Havana tho 
government docs not allow ne\V3 of the 
burning of plantations, etc., to be pub­ 
lished, but it is stated on reliable authority 
that if tho government allowed the grind- 
ingvof cane in H avana province tho plan­ 
ter« would not be able to make 10,000 hogs­ 
heads of sugar, because, from eight milos 
out of Havana as far as Matanzas, nearly 
all tho sugar cane has boon burned. 


General Woyler asserts that there are 
only 500 insurgents in tho province of 
Pinar del Kio, but the Cubans say that ho 
will shortly repent having made such a 
statoment. 
There is no doubt that the in­ 
surgents have suffered greatly from sick­ 
ness and othor causes, but it is claimed 
that should the Spanish commander only 
partly withdraw his troops from the west­ 
ern part of Pinar del Rio tho insurgents 
will again concentrate in large bodies, 
having only scattered into small groups 
for the present in order to escape the over­ 
whelmingly large force sont against them. 


Only a few weeks ago the captain gen­ 
eral a d ritte d that there were still 3,000 
men under arm s against tho government 
in Pinar del Rio. 
B ut tho troops have 
certainly not brought baok with them 
from the m ountains 3,000 machetes, m uch 
lesB 3,000 rifles and the nocessary am m uni­ 
tion. 
The Cubans claim that all such 
statements are directod from Madrid for 
the purpose of influencing congressional 
action at W ashington, and there is good 
reason to believe th at such is the case. By 
apparently showing tho pacification of 
P inar del Rio the Spaniards undoubtedly 
hope to prevent any recognition of the 
belligerency of the Cubans. 


As a m atter of fact, by the death of 
Maceo, there seems to be little or no 
change in the situation when compared 
w ith what it was a year ago, unless it is 
th at tho Cubaus have more confidence, 
more arms and more am m unition than 
ever before, and th at they are carrying the 
warfare close to the gates of Havana. 
Sucha state of affairs Is likely to continue, 
from all appearances, until the Spaniards 
are oxhausted financially and compelled 
to agree to all or nearly all the demands 
of tho Cubans. 
The latter are playing a 
slow but sure waiting game, and thoy can 
afford to do so, for it is apparent to every 
disinterested spectator of the struggle th at 
this policy m ust win sooner or later. 


A great deal, of course, depends upon 
Maximo Gomez and the progress his arm y 
will mako during the next few weeks or 
so. B ut it is not thought likely that Go­ 
mez will risk a pitched battle with the 
Spaniards when ho can probably accom­ 
plish the end in viow w ithout taking any 
such chances. Howover, the Cubans ex­ 
pect m ilitary news of importance shortly, 
as it is understood th at they have been ad­ 
vised by the New York ju n ta that tho mo­ 
ment is opportune for a coup of some kind 
which w ill be of importanco enough to 
demonstrate that General Woyler is not 
stating the exact facts when he says th at , 
the province of P inar del Rio is pacified, 
and that he is now proceeding to accom­ 
plish tho pacification of the island of Cuba. 


Tho insurgents have been frequently 
taunted by the Spaniards, and the fact has 
been much commented upon in the United 
States that tho insurgents do not possess 
a single town of any importance. 
This is 
susceptible of an easy explanation. It is 
almost impossible for forces lacking in 
artillery to capture fortified towns pro­ 
vided with an abundance of artillery and 
plenty of am m unition for the same. 
B ut 
now tho insurgont leadors have been pro* 
vided with a few field pieces, which, al­ 
though thoy may not bo of sufficiently 
largo caliber to bo used as siege guns, may 
shortly be utilized in a m anner which will 
astonish the Spanish, who have hitherto 
enjoyed considerable im m unity owing to 
having the monopoly of artillery of the 
island. 
During recent m ouths things 
ha ve been made more equal, and the insur­ 
gents are not placed at tho same disadvan* 
tagos that they were tw o ly e m onths ago. 


A P ro d ig al Yountf Thief« 


L a n c a ster, Pa., Jan. 13.—W illiam Loi- 
bold, 17 yours of age, until recently a mes­ 
senger boy for a tolegraph oompany, has 
spent $4,000 of stolon money since last Oc­ 
tober in gambling and fast living. Today 
he is in jail, with barely a penny of it left. 
He procured the cash through innum era­ 
ble forgeries of the name of Charles H. 
Grubb, tho iron and furnace master, who 
had boon accustomed to send messenger 
boys to tho First .National bank, where he 
is a depositor and direotor, to got checks 
cashed. Loibold availod himself of this 
knowledge, and employed the sain« means 
to ¿for* the money. 


C aptxlu *1 u rp h y In d icted In Delaware* 
V/iiJMiMjTON, Del., Jan. 13.—The grand 
jury iu oho United States court found a 
true bill yesterday afternoon against Cap­ 
tain ifidwitrd Murphy. He Is charged with 
having taken a filibustering party to Cuba 
on the slouiner Laurada last summer.

Sing Sing, Jan. 13.—Joseph Hoffman, 
the convict whose attem pt a t suicide last 
week by jum ping from the fourth tier of 
the state penitentiary has boon attributed 
to t ho abolition of labor in the prison, 
died yesterday as a result of lua injuries. 


' ITEMS OF STATE NEWS. 


P o t t sv il l e, Pa., Jan. 11.—A true bill 
was found by tho grand jury against E. 
A. Van Valkenburg, of Wollsboro, who 
Is charged w ith attem pting to bribe Rep­ 
resentative Weiss,of Northampton county, 
to vote for John W anamaker for the 
United States senate. 


P h il a d e l p h ia , Jan. 13.—W illiam Me* 
Cue, who was removod from tho Eastern 
penitentiary to the asylum at Norristown 
as an insane convict, is dead as tho result 
of severe Internal lnjurios. W hether these 
Injuries wore inflicted by himself or by 
tho attendants at the Insane asylum is 
now being investigated by tho authorities. 


A ltoona, Pa., Jan. 11.—A middle aged 
woman named Mrs. Oscar Andrews was 
discovered dead here Saturday in a Fourth 
street tonement. 
Investigation showed 
th at she had died of starvation and ex­ 
posure. 
Coroner McCartney will investi­ 
gate tho case. 
The report of tho board of 
public charities shows that slxty-fivo fam­ 
ilies, comprising 800 porsons, are depend­ 
ent on public contributions for support. 
I t is a situation unparalleled in the his­ 
tory of Altoona. 


R e a d in g, Pa., Jan. 13.—Jonas Hodg­ 
kins was arrested Monday night and com­ 
m itted to prison in default of bail,charged 
w ith assault and battery and intent to 
kill. 
Infuriated by a rem ark made by his 
wife, ho hurled a lighted lamp at her 
head. The woman fortunately escaped 
the flying lamp, which landed on the 
floor, broke into pieces, and sot fire to the 
carpet. Hodgkins ran out of tho house, 
and his wife pluckily extinguished the 
blaze with buckets of water. 


Y o r k, Pa., Jan. 12.—Ten head of val­ 
uable Durham and Jersey cattle were 
killed yesterday on the farm of John Gen­ 
tly by Deputy State Veterinarian Hen- 
dron, on account of tuberculosis. 
Several 
other farmers aro having their herds ex­ 
amined and it is thought more will have 
to be killed, as tho infection has appar­ 
ently spread extensively. At W est Ches­ 
ter yesterday fifteen valuable cattle be­ 
longing to Frank B. Chambers were killed 
by order of the state board. 


P ottsville, Pa., Jan. 11.—The case 
against the school directors of Blythe 
township, wherein they were oharged with 
foroing bribes from the teachers of the 
district to secure their appointment, and 
misdemeanor in office, was concluded 
Saturday. 
The jury rendered a verdict of 
not guilty, b u t placed all the costs upon 
the defendants, who at once accepted the 
verdict and made arrangements for the 
payment« of the costs, nearly all the w it­ 
nesses signing off their fees. 


B raddock, Pa., Jan. 11.—Mill workers 
at tho Carnegie plants hero and at Home­ 
stead, Duquesne and Pittsburg, and em­ 
ployes of the Westinghouse works, at Tut­ 
tle Creek and Wilmerding, are forming a 
joint stock company to build a 12,000,000 
iron and steel plant at Port Angeles, on 
Puget sound, stato of Washington. Twelve 
hundred prom inent mill workers of this 
section have 1b the past fortnight sub­ 
scribed for about $1,000,000 worth of stock. 
The plant will employ 3,000 men and will 
oover thirty acres of ground. 


S tro u dsbu rg, Pa., Jan. 13.— Charles 
Morrison, a well known farm er who livod 
a few miles above Bushldll, Pike county, 
was killed yesterday in a peculiar m an­ 
ner. 
Morrison, in company w ith his 13- 
year-old daughter, visited Jesse Gunn, an 
old friend, and while on their way homo, 
near Spaokman’s creek, the horses which 
Morrison was driving became unm anag- 
able and pulled the heavy wagon off tho 
road and down tho banks into the creek. 
Morrison*s neck was broken, and he died 
instantly. His daughter was unhurt. 


M ahanoy C it y, Pa., Jan. 12.—Stlney 
Valdcsez is a fugitive from justice, and 
his wife and infant child are lying at their 
home very badly injured. 
Unknown to 
Valdcsez his wife’s brother arrived from 
Hungary, and they were clasped in each 
other’s arms when the husband entered 
the room. 
Thinking it an old lover ho 
seized a chair and beat the couple into in­ 
sensibility. 
Ho then picked up his infant 
babe and dashod it against tho wall. Think­ 
ing all were dead ho escaped into tho 
mountains. His wife and babo cannot re­ 
cover. 


H a r r isb u r g, Jan. 13,—Tho stato board 
of charities has prepared a report to bo 
presented to the legislature after tho recess. 
Tho board states that the Eastern and 
W estern penitentiaries are so overcrowded 
as to make imperatively necessary the 
erection of an additional penitentiary, to 
be centrally located. There is also a press­ 
ing need for an additional state hospital 
for the treatm ent of tho chronic insane ex­ 
clusively by homeopathic physicians. Leg­ 
islation Is recommended 
to encourage 
municipalities to build institutions for 
tho care and treatm ent of their own insane 
by the oiler of {¡1 a week from the stato 
treasury for each patient so supported. 


L eba n on, Pa., Jan. 11.—John M. Goss- 
ler, aged 40 years, cashier of the Lebanon 
National bank, attem pted to commit sui­ 
cide a t his home yesterday by shooting 
himself in tho head while his wife and 
two children were at church. 
The ball 
lodged behind the right ear, and when 
found a few m inutes afterw ard he was 
unconscious. 
His death is looked for i 
momentarily. Besides his connection with 
the bank Mr. Gosaler was teacher of tho 
large Bi&le class in the Lutheran ohurch. 
For some time past his health has not 
been good and tins is believed to havo 
prompted him to end Ills lise.

S p r in g f ie l d , Jan. 12.—A sensational 
scene m arked the retirem ent of Governor 
John P. Altgeld. 
W hen Altgold’s suc­ 
cessor, Governor John R. Tanner, had 
spokon an effort was made by State Sen­ 
ator Mahoney, of Chicago, to got tho 
floor, but the speaker refused to recog­ 
nize him. 
Ho wanted to mako a motion 
that tho joint assembly extend the cour­ 
tesy of tho floor to tho retiring governor. 
W hile ho was trying to get In this mo­ 
tion Representative Needles moved that 
the joint assembly dissolve. 
It prevailed, 
and the house then adjourned till today. 
Governor Altgeld had expected to make 
a short speech, and his name was put on 
the program by the committee on ar­ 
rangements. 


F o r P e rm a n e n t Peace* 


W a sh in g to n, Jan. 12.—Secretary Olno^, 
in bohalf of the United States, and Sir 
Julian Pauncefoto, on tho part of Groat 
Britain, yesterday alfixed their signatures 
to a new treaty by which for a term of 
five years tho two English speaking na­ 
tions agree to abide in peace and w ithout 
a resort to arms, all possible questions of 
controversy being referred to a court of 
arbitration, with tho single exception that 
neither nation surrenders its honor or 
dignity to the judgm ent of arbitration. 
King Oscar II of Sweden and Norway is 
to act as the final arbiti’ator in caso the 
others fail to agree on tho final member 
of the court. 


R e lia b le C a b in e t Goggip* 


Cleveland, Jan, 13.—General Charles 
II. Grosvonor came to Cleveland last even­ 
ing from Canton, spent a few hours In 
conference with Chairman H anna and de­ 
parted for W ashington tit midnight. Gen­ 
eral Grosvonor said last night: “Senator 
Sherman is to bo the next secretary of 
state. Ho praotically told mo that him ­ 
self the other day. Senator Sherm an’s ap­ 
pointm ent to the state departm ent is not 
contingent upon tho appointm ent Mr. 
Sherman s successor in the senate. T hat 
does not enter into it. 
General Grosvonor 
said that Senator Allison was offered tho 
treasury portfolio, and declined.”

L it t l e R ock, Ark., Jan. 13.—During a 
revival mooting in a 
colored Baptist 
church at Yellow Bayou, In Chicot county, 
Rev. Mr. Walker, the pastor, read a chap- 
torin tho Biblo and Doacon A ustin W ill­ 
iams passed the plate for tho offerings. As 
W illiams sat tho hat containing a few 
small coins upon tho pulpit the preachor 
made a rem ark which W illiams did not 
like, and he slapped W alker in the mouth. 
W alker attacked the deacon, knocking 
him to the floor with a cane. A free iltrht 
ensued, during which W alkor cut W ill­ 
iams* throat with a razor, killing him in­ 
stantly. Another negro recoived a fatal 
cut, and about a dozen others wero slashed 
more or less painfully. Sovoral arrests 
were made, including W alker, who is 
under heavy guard to prevent lynching. 


B r itis h O fficers M assacred* 


L ondon, Jan. 12.—The foreign office has 
received private confirmation of the news 
from Bonny, on the Guinea coast, tolling 
of tho massacre of Consul Phillips and his 
companions while on a peaceful mission to 
Benin City. 
This dispatch says: “Consul 
Phillips, two consular officers, Locke and 
Campbell; Major Crawford, tho doputy 
commissioner, and Captains Boiseragon 
and Maling, officers belonging to tho 
Niger coast force; Dr. Elliott and two 
civilians, with a num ber of Kroomen and 
native carriers, have all been massacred 
by the king’s people while on a peaceful 
mission to Benin City. The consul’s yacht 
lias just returned here with the nows,”

beautiful fish in eighty-five fathoms of 
water, sajs tbe Seattle Post-Iatelli- 
gencer. 
The fish is 26i inches long, 


seventeen inches deep and about four 
inches 
thick. 
It weighs 
twenty 


pounds, anrl in high coloring surpasses 
nearly every other fish of the ocean. 
The top of ths beau is a brick red, the 
jack is a metallic blue, shading to an 
aluminum color-on the belly. The 
mesian jirte is strongly arched and 
marked by a series of large scales. 
The whole fish is covered with pure 
white round spots. 
The fins nre 


alrong spmed and extend nearly the 
whole length of the fish. The long 
spine of the dorsal is ten inches in 
length. The tail is lunate. The color 
of the fins is bright vermilion, edged 
with sulphur yellow. 
The mouth is 


small and toothless, the lower lip pro- 
truding and of a vermilion color. The 
eyes are large and round. 


None o* the books on fishes in the 


libraries of the University of Wash- 
ington or the Ydung Naturalists'So- 
ciety give any description of this new 
visitor of Iho finuy tribe. The near- 
est descriptions found in the books 
are of two celebrated fishes of tbe At- 
lantic Ocean. One of these Atlantic 
forms is the opah king fish, which is 
described as a great delicacy, but it is 
so rare that not many have had an op- 
portunity of trying it. Bnt one of 
the nearest relatives of this new fish 
is the Zsus faber, or the "JohnDory" 
of tho Atlantic. This is a most highly 
prized food fish, bnt is never taken iu 
quantity. 


This specimen was brought to Seat- 


tle and found its way iutotbe museum 
of tho Young Naturalists' Society, 
where it was photographed, its colors 
carefully noted and then preserved in 
formalin, the new and valuable pre- 
servative.

The comments on road building 


now breaking out in the State news- 
papers as the result ol Governor Hast- 
ings' remarks on the subject in his an- 
nual message are to the last degree 
discouraging. 
The Governor himself 


treated the subject af considerable 
length in a conventional way, with a 
mild suggestion of a State appropria- 
tion at some other time and under con- 
d it Jons different from those now exist- 
ing. 
But for the newspapers to talk at 


this late day of making good roads 
simply by changing the laws permit- 
ting farmers to work out their road 
taxes is to add nothing new to the 
subject and to borrow nothing from 
the experience of those States where 
within five or six years good roads have 
actually been built. 


If Pennsylvania is ever to have good 


roads she will have to get them as New 
Jersey, Massachusetts and even some 
of the southern States have got them, 
by paying the cost of their construc- 
tion. If the banks were compelled to 
pay interest on their deposits of State 
money, which deposits amount to 
three or four millions a year, the rev- 
enue thus derived would make the 
small beginning of a road fund. Sixty 
thousand dollars from the State annu- 
ally, with a sum from every county or 
township equal to every thousand dol- 
lars appropriated to it, would at least 
start the movement; but Pennsylvania 
ought to be able to equal the road ap- 
propriations made by New Jersey or 
Massachusetts. 


Compulsory attendance at school 


has not been secured either in this 
State or in New York by the statutes 
devised to enforce it. According to 
the statement of Governor Black in 
his inaugural message to the New York 
Legislature, there are 328,000 children 
in that State who do not attend the 
schools. The most serious difficulty in 
enfoicing the law has been the failure 
to piovide school room for the children 
who would attend if places of assem- 
blage and teachers should be provided. 
The compulsory experiment has at least 
bad the good result of bringing to the 
public attention the necessity for more 
schoolhouses. 


FATAL ACCIDENT. 


GKOBOK LITTLE, OF 1IUNTKKBTOWN, MET 


WITII A FATAL ACCIDENT OH 


WEDNESDAY. 


George Little,a young man of Hunters- 


town,met with a fatal accident on Wedn- 
day. The particulars of the affair are 
very meagre at this writing, but it seems 
that Mr. Little was riding a burse to wa- 
ter, having no bridle on the animal, guid- 
ing him with the halter strap. While 
going his cap blew off and he stopped to 
pick it up. When he again wished the 
horse to start he struck the animal with 
the strap, at which the horse jumped to 
one side, throwing Little to the ground. 
The young man struck on the back of 
his head on a stone. It is said that after 
he struck the ground Little made a few 
gasps, when blood flowed from his nose, 
after which he made but few movements 
before death ensued. Little is about 21 
years of age and is a son of Postmaster 
John Little.

alive, but is in a very critical condition.

against 24,000 licensed places for the 
sale of liquor. This indicates a most 
deplorable condition of affairs, to rem- 
edy which will require energetic action 
on the part of the police of the State. 
But if the laws should be amended by 
largely reducing the license fee for the 
exclusive sale of beer and light wines 
there is reason to believe that the num- 
ber of places for the illic:t sale of 
liquors would be greatly diminished. 
The swarms of speak easies in the State 
in which the laws are violated with im- 
punity, show how futile would be the 
scheme of prohibition in Pennsylvania. 


Monday afternoon, while George 


Smith, James Bortner and Emory 
Waltman were trying to undermine 
one of the walls of the burned York 
Spring Wagon Works, at York, the 
wall fell, catching the first two men 
and completely covering them with 
brick. Waltman had his foot bruis- 
ed. Smith bad his leg broken in two 
different places, causing the bone to 
protrude through his clothing. 
His 


head was cut and his face badly bruis- 
ed. Bortner had his foot crushed, 
head cut and was bruised all over his 
body. 4s far as could be learned both 
men are injured internally. 
The am- 


bulance was summoned and they were 
taken to tbeir homes. Eye witnesses 
of the accident removed the brick that 
covered the unfortunate men. Both 
were lying on their faces when picked 
up. Smith was afterwards taken to 
the hospital, and it was found neces 
sary to perform an operation upon his 
thigh, binding the bones together 
with silver wire. It is hoped in this 
way to save the limb. 


It appears from the official reports 


that the industry of "moonshine" 
whiskey distilling in the South has 
been on the increase, notwithstanding 
the vigilance of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. During the past year not less 
than 1905 illicit whiskey distilleries 
have been destroyed, most of them in 
the South and Southwest. Although 
numerous "moonshine" distil ers have 
been brought to grief in their conflict 
with the public authorities, and al 
though ten revenue officers have been 
killed and fifteen severely wounded in 
twelve months, the contraband busi- 
ness still flourishes.

England's new cruiser, the Power- 


ful, is undoubtedly the most tormida 
ble warship in the world., and in every 
way entitled to be called a floating 
fortress. She is 538 feet long and 71 
wide, and her hull contains 100 steam 
engines for various uses. Her speed 
of twenty-two knots an hour is produc- 
ed by 26,497 horse power, and one 
coaling will carry her 9600 knots. 
For offense she has guns that throw 
eight tons of steel a minute. In other 
words she can direct upon an enemy 
266 pounds of steel shot a second, and 
keep il up without cessation. Modern 
warships are gradually approaching the 
Great Eastern's 680 feet in length and 
83 feet in width.

back two years, the increase both in 
locomotive output and in car building 
are very great. The figures presented 
by the Railroad Gazette show that we 
built this year 480 locomotives more 
than in 1893 and 74 more than last 
year. The actual number of engines 
built in 1896 was 1,175, aQd in l895 
1,101 engines. An interesting feature 
brought out in this summary is the 
growing importance of export orders. 
In 1896 309 engines were built coun 
try to export to foreign countries, the 
engines going chiefly to South America, 
but also to a considerable extent to 
Russia, Japan and South Africa. 
In 


1894 only 90 engines were built for 
export, and in 1895 that number was 
exceeded, the number built in 1894 
having been unusually small; but still 
the growth in 1896 is of especial inter- 
est. 
Locomotive builders in this conn- 


try at present have orders on their 
books for 70 engines for Japan, where 
most of the engines are of English 
make.—Bradstreet.

The comments on road building 
now breaking out in the State news* 
papers as the result of Governor Hast­ 
ings* remarks on the subject in his an­ 
nual message are to the last degree 
discouraging. 
The Governor himself 
treated 
the subject af considerable 
length in a conventional way, with a 
mild suggestion of a State appropria« 
lion at some other time and under con* 
dilions different from those now exist­ 
ing. 
But for the newspapers to talk at 
this late day of making good roads 
simply by changing the laws permit­ 
ting farmers to work out their road 
taxes is to add nothing new to the 
subject and to borrow nothing from 
the experience of those States where 
within five or six years good roads have 
actually been built. 


If Pennsylvania is ever to have good 
roads she will have to get them as New 
Jersey, Massachusetts and even some 
of the southern States have got them, 
by paying the cost of their construc­ 
tion. 
If the banks were compelled to 
pay interest on their deposits of State 
money, which deposits amount to 
three or four millions a year, the rev­ 
enue thus derived would make the 
small beginning of a road fund. Sixty 
thousand dollars from the State annu­ 
ally, with a sum from every county or 
township equal to every thousand dol­ 
lars appropriated to it, would at least 
start the movement; but Pennsylvania 
ought to be able to equal the road ap­ 
propriations made by New Jersey or 
Massachusetts.

The swarms of speak easies in the State 
in which the laws are violated with im­ 
punity, show how futile would be the 
scheme of prohibition in Pennsylvania.

Smith was afterwards taken to 
the hospital, and it was found neces 
snry to perform an operation upon his 
thigh, binding the bones together 
with silver wire. 
It is hoped in this 
way to save the limb. 


It appears from the official reports 
that the industry of “ moonshine” 
whiskey distilling in the South has 
been on the increase, notwithstanding 
the vigilance of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. 
During the past year not less 
than 1905 illicit whiskey distilleries 
have been destroyed, most of them in 
the South and Southwest. 
Although 
numerous “ moonshine” distil ers have 
been brought to grief in their conflict 
with the public authorities, and al 
though ten revenue officers have been 
killed and fifteen severely wounded in 
twelve months, the contiaband busi­ 
ness still flourishes.

An interesting feature 
brought out in this summary is the 
growing importance of export orders. 
In 1896 309 engines were built coun 
try to export to foreign countries, the 
engines going chiefly to South America, 
but also to a considerable extent to 
Russia, Japan and South Africa. 
In 
1894 only 90 engines were built for 
export, and in 1895 that number was 
exceeded, the number built in 1894 
having been unusually small; but still 
the growth in 1896 is of especial inter­ 
est. 
Locomotive builders in this coun­ 
try at present have orders on their 
books for 70 engines for Japan, where 
most of the engines are of English 
make.— Bradstreet.

Ducks Caught With Nets. 


Legitimate sportsmon in tho vicinity 
of Eastport, Long Island, have be­ 
come greatly incensed over tho knowl­ 
edge that lately men have employed 
nets in catching the wild duck which 
haunt tho bays in this territory at 
night. 
This practice is in direct vio­ 
lation of the game laws and is consid­ 
ered detrimental to tho interests of 
tho shooters. 
It had long been sus­ 
pected that nets were being used to 
catch the wild duck on dark nights, 
but it is only a few days since actual 
evidence was had of the fact, 


A few evenings ago while a belated 
party wero crossing from the Great 
South beach to the 
mainland they 
noticed some men drawing into their 
boat a largo net, such as is used for 
catching ilounders and fiat fish. 
In 
this netj a number of wild duck had 
become entangled. 
The names of the 
law violators could not be obtainod, 


Tha method of employing the nets 
for wild fowl which divo for their food 
is by first removing tho corks and 
then allowing it to sink to the bottom 
of the bay, 
The birds in diving pro­ 
ject their long necks through the 
meshes, and 
when 
they 
become 
alarmed and attempt to free themselves 
become caught only more firmly in 
the net. 


The feeling against these net set­

DEATH TO THE HOUSE. 


Tho division of botany of the United 


States Department of Agriculture has 
recently investigated tho cause of'death 
of horses that have been allowed to 
feed on over-ripe crimson clover (tri- 
folium ineavnatum), a species of clover 
recently introduced froai 
Europe. 


The caiyz of this clover is densely be- 
set with stiff hairs, winch at maturity 
become thick-trailed, and doubtless, 
though not so stated by the depart- 
ment, tho cellulose, constituting the 
young cell of which the cell is com- 
posed, is transformed into h'gnin, or 
Same otbcr substance indigestible for 
tho horee. The surface of the hair is 
marked by sharp-pointed tubercles 
bent toward the apex. Taken into the 
stomach of the horse, these hairs form 
themselves into masses of a epherical 
shape. 
They are arranged with their 


bases toward tho center of the ball, 
this position being facilitated by the 
tubercles pointing toward the apex of 
the hair. 
When the balls reach a cer- 


tain size, apparently in from a few 
days to several weeks, they pass into 
the intestines, where they form ob- 
structions, cansinpf intense suffering 
and death in a few hours following the 
appearance of the first symptoms.

bad effects are observed when the 
clover is eaten before the seed matures. 
The fatal effects have mainly occurred 
when the plants were allowed to ripen 
nnfl the straw and refuse, after thresh- 
ing, had been fed to the horses.—Pitts-

CHESTNUTS. 


There are several reasons why the 


growing of chestnuts is well worthy 
the attention of any one who has -ihe 
facilities for it, says the Pennsylvania 
Agricultural College Bulletin. These 
facilities are a light, sandy or gravely 
soil -which is dry or easily drained, or 
better still, a natural chestnut cop- 
pice on land the ronghter the better, 
since it can be utilized very fully by 
grafting. 
Jt is safe to say that such 


land often does not pay its taxes. The 


. same energy and care put into the 


•creation of a chestnut orchard that is 
given to one of apples woulJ seem to 
be entirely feasible, and the most 
promising means of making such lands 
jprodhetive> It' need not be denied 
that there are some drawba;ks to this 
t business, for they occur everywhere, 


I And often tax the ingenuity aad bkill 


-of the cultivator. Some of them are 


/ common to the growing of any crop 


.and hence call for no special considera- 
tion here. The most formidable dif- 
ficulty -which has yet been met with 
has come Irorn insect altaaks. The 
chestnut trse is subject to the attack 
of a variety of insects, for the mo£t 
part the larvae of various moths which 
feed upon the leaves. A number of 
longicorn beetles alsa attack the wood. 
But the most serious injury is done by 
n small evil (Balaninus caryatripes), 
which perforates the young nut by 
means of a very long proboscis and 
•then lays therein an egg, which 
-develops into a footless grub. 


KEEPING SViTtli AND WINTER APPIiES. 
The Indiana Experiment Station 


Bulletin No. 37 says: Iu many local- 
ities there are often more apples 
.grown than can be disposed of profit- 
ably at tho time of gathering, and so 
serious loss to the growers is the re- 


•**slt; much of this loss could be pre- 
' vented by a proper handling of the 


fruit, and by providing a suitable place 
for etoring until the state of the mar- 
ket is relieved. 


In order lo keep well, apples must 


be picked at a proper time. Care must 
be exercised in handling to prevent 
braises, carefnlly assorting tho ripe 
from the unripe, the perfect from the 
imperfect, and storing in a cool, dry 
place, with plenty of pure air free from 
all odors of decaying vegetables or 


• other substances. 


The average frnit grower does not 


exercise enough caution in handling 


• and assorting his fruit. 


The degree ol maturity will have

A late fall or winter apple should be 
mature, but not ripe when it is picked, 
if it is expected to bo kept for any 
considerable time. 
The process of 


ripening is only the first stage of de- 
cay, and if this is allowed to continac 
before picking, till the apple is ripe, 
or mellow, this breaking down process 
ha« proceeded so far that it is a diffi- 
cult matter to arrest it.

G BEES IN TUB CELLAB. 


At the very best, the confinement of 


bees in the winter is very trying to 
their health and constitution; for this 
reason they should be left out as late 
in the fall ns there is any hope of 
fine day during which they can enjoj 
a flight, writes W. Z. Hutchinson.

If the distance 
is great it is well to have some kind of 
a, hand barrow to set the hives upon, 
and then a person to take hold of the 
handles at each end, but when the dis- 
tance is short, there is probably no 
better way than to pick up a hive 
caiefully and carry it into the cellar. 
Some have advised and used a wheel- 
barrow, but this jars and irritates the 
bees eojjjmuch, when quietness is the 
thinggtbat is seeded,"that I cannot 
recommend its use. 


If the hives have loose bottom boards 


don't bring these in; leave tho bot- 
tom of thb hive entirely open, and in 
stacking up the hives put two sticks o' 
wood two inches equare under each 
hive, thus leading u two inch space 
between the bottom of each hive and 
the top of the lower one. 
This gives 


abundant ventilation, aud allows all 
dead bees and rubbish to drop down 
away fro.u the cluster. 
If there is 


room enough in the cellar, there is 
still another way in which the hires 
may be stacked up. 
Set up a row of 


hives across the cellar bottom, putting 
each hive almost as far from its neigh° 
bor as |the width of a hive. 
Set the 


next row on top of this row, letting 
the bottoms of the hives in the upper 
row come over tb.3 openings between 
the hives in the lower row. 


The next row is set on top of the 


second row, and in a similar manner, 
and so on uatil all the hives are in, or 
the ceiling 13 reached. The only ob- 
jection to this plan is that in carrying 
the bees out in the spring any joggling 
of the hives disturbs and arouses nil 
the bees in the whole pile, while with 
the plan of piling up the hives one 
directly over another, with sticks be- 
tween the hives, the moving of a hive 
disturbs only the bees in that single 
pile of three or four hives, and 1>y 
the time that this disturbance amounts 
to very much all of the bees in that 
particular pile have been carried out.

DEATH TO THE HORSE. 


Tho division of botany of tlieUnitocl 
States Department of Agriculture has 
, 'recently investigated the cause of death 
of horses that have been allowed to 
feed on over-ripo crimson clover (tri­ 
folium incavnalum), a species of clover 
recently introduced from 
Europe. 
The caiyz of this clover is densely be- 
«et with stiff hairs, which at maturity 
become thick-walled, aud doubtless, 
though not so stated by tho depart­ 
ment, Iho cellulose, constituting the 
young cell of which the cell is com­ 
posed, is transformed into lignin, or 
tJSmo otber substance indigestible for 
iho horse. 
Tho surface of the hair is 
marked by sharp-pointed tubercles 
bent toward tho apex. 
Taken into the 
btomach of the horse, these hairs form 
themselves into masses of i\ spherical 
jshape. 
They are arranged with their 
bases toward tho center of the ball, 
this position being facilitated by the 
tubercles pointing toward the apex of 
the hair. 
When tho balls reach a cer­ 
tain size, apparently in from a few 
<lays to several weeks, they pass into 
the intestines, where they form ob­ 
structions, catisiní? intenso suffering 
and death in a few hours following tho 
apjjearance of the first symptoms. 
No 
bad ellects are observed when the 
clover is eaten before tho seed matures. 
The fatal eiTects have mainly occurred 


the temperature in this kept below 
forty degrees, it will answer the pur- 
poso very well. 
If this cannot bo 
done, a cheap storage houso may bo 
built in connection with tho ice houso 
by building a room underneath, having 
it surrounded with ice on tho sides 
and overhead, with facilities lor drain­ 
age underneath, keeping the air dry by 
means of chlorido of calcium placed on 
the floor in an open water tight vessel, 
such as a largo milk crock or pan. In 
this way tho temperature may be kept 
very near the freezing point the year 
round, and apples may bo kept almost 
indefinitely.

The most formidable dif­ 
ficulty which has yet been met with 
has come Irom insect al tacks. 
Tho 
chestnut trso is subject to the attack 
of a variety of insects, for the most 
part the larvae of various moths which 
feed upon the leaves. 
A number of 
longicorn beetles alsD attack the wood. 
But the most serious injury is done by 
ft small evil (Balaninus carvatripcs), 
which perforates the young nut by 
moans of a very long proboscis aud 
then 
lays 
therein an ogg, which 
develops into a footless grub. 


KEEPING PALL AND WINTER APPLES. 
Tho Indiana Experiment Station 
Bullotin No. 37 says: 
in many local­ 
ities there are ofton more 
apples 
grown than can bo disposed of profit­ 
ably at tho timo of gathering, and so 
serious loss to tho growers is the re- 
I t; much of this loss could bo pre­ 
vented by a proper handling of the 
fruit, and by providing a suitable place 
for etoring until the state of the mar­ 
ket is relieved. 


In order to keep well, apples must 
j bo pinked at a proper time. Oare must 
bo exercised in handling to prevent 
bruises, carefully assorting tho ripo 
from tho unripe, the perfect from the 
imperfecf, and storing in a cool, dry 
place, with plenty of pure air free from 
all odors of decaying vegetables or 
other substances. 


Tho average fruit grower does not 
exorcise enough caution in handling 
. and assorting his fruit. 


Tho degree ol maturity will have 
much to do with tho keeping qualities. 
A late fall or winter apple should be 
mature, but not ripe when it is picked, 
if it is expected to bo kept for any 
considerable time, 
The process of 
ripening is only tho iirst stage of de­ 
cay, and if this is allowed to continue 
before picking, till tho applo is ripe, 
or mellow, this breaking down process 
has proceeded so far that it is a diffi­ 
cult matter to arrest it. 
As soon, 
therefore, as tho stem will separate 
freelv from its union with the branch 
the apple is sufficiently mature for 
Storing, 


The proper temperature fpr keeping 
apples is as nearJy thirty-five degrees 
Fahr. as it is possible to keep it, and, 
in order to maintain this it will often 
bo necessary in this climate to provide 
a £eparate place for storing tho fruit, 
as the average cellar under tho dwell­ 
ing house is wholly uuiit for this pur­ 
pose. 
If the cellar consists of several 
compartments, so that one can be shut 
off completely irom the others, »ad 


If the hives have loose bottom boards 
don’t bring these in; leave tho bot­ 
tom of the hive entirely open, and in 
stacking up the hives put two sticks of 
wood two inches square under each 
hive, thus leaning a two inch space 
between the bottom of each liivo and 
the top of the lower one. 
This gives 
abundant veutilatiou, aud allows all 
dead bees and rubbish to drop down 
away fro n the cluster. 
If there is 
room enough in the cellar, there is 
still another way in which tho hives 
may be stacked up. 
Sot up a row of 
hives across the cellar bottom, putting 
each hivo almost as far from its neigh­ 
bor as |the width of a hivo. 
Set the 
next row on top of this row, letting 
tho bottoms of the hives in the upper 
row come over the openings between 
tho hives in the lower row. 


Tho next row is set on top of the 
second row, and in a similar manner, 
and so on until all the hive3 aro in, or 
the ceiling is reached. 
The only ob­ 
jection to this plan is that in carrying 
the bees out in tho spring any joggling 
of tho hives disturbs ami arouses all 
the bees in the wholo pile, while with 
tho plan of piling up the hives one 
directly over another, with sticks be­ 
tween tho hives, tho moving of a hivo 
disturbs only the bees in that single 
pile of three or four hives, and by 
tho time that this disturbance amounts 
to very much all of the bees in that 
particular pile havo been carried out. 
Some bee-keepers are very particular 
lo put each hive back upon exactly 
the same stand from which it was 
taken in tho fall. 
I havo never done 
this, and see no necessity for it, but 
thoso who do must, of course, mark 
each hive and tho stand from which it 
is taken. 
The object in putting them 
back upon the eamo stand is that the 
bees seem to remember—so tho ad­ 
vocates of the plan say—tho old loca­ 
tion and go back to it. 
Bo that as it 
may, I havo seen no bad results from 
putting them back indiscriminately, 
but there is some necessity for exer­ 
cising care in tho manner of setting 
them out,—American Agriculturist.

A HEALTHFUL FRUIT. 


Tho plentiful supply of apples this 
season, with its 
natural corollary, 
cheapness, should make* this healthful 
fruit in common use in every house­ 
hold. 
Physicians consider apples a 
febrifuge of great valuo in the autumn 
and early winter months, when they 
are in their perfection and when the 
insidious fevers are most apt to lie in 
wait for their victims. 
For breakfast 
and luncheon the fruit may be served 
in its natural state, but at night, par­ 
ticularly if there are children in the 
family, it should bo cooked. 
Tho list 
of appetizing dishes that may be pre­ 
pared from apples runs from tho 
homely, but very good, when well 
made, brown Betty through a loug 
range of custards, pjiddinge, pastries 
and meringues. 
Among these, applo 
snow may bo mentioned as delicate 
and especially conserving tho flavor 
o fth e iru it: 
Peel, coro and quarter 
a number of apples; set them to boil 
with a little water, sugar and the thin 
rind of a lemou; when quite done, re­ 
move tho lomon rind and pass the 
apples through a hair sieve. 
Havo 
some whites of eggs beaten to a froth, 
stir them lightly into the applo puree, 
a spoonful at a time, until tho mixture 
is of the consistency of whipped cream 
and quite otifT. 
Serve heaped upon a 
dish garnished with lady lingers.— 
New York Post.

Chickon and Eggs on Toast—Put a 
Rood lump of butter into a frying pan. 
When it is hot, stir in iivewoll beaten 
eggs, with a good dash of pepper, a 
soltspoonful of salt and a tablespoon­ 
ful of parsley. 
Stir and tos3 for three 
minutes. 
Havo ready fsome slices of 
buttered toast; spread thick with sea­ 
soned minced chicken ; heap the stirred 
eggs upon these in mounds and set in 
hot dish garnished with parsley.

Hundreds of Millions Represented 


at Indianapolis, 


INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. la—Chairman Hugh 


Hanna of the executive committee of the 
monetary conference, called that body to 
order at Tomlinson Hall yesterday after- 
noon. At that time there was seated in 
the auditorium over 300 delegates, repre- 
senting business interests that run up in 
value to the hundreds of millions. It was 
a fine looking body of men, whoso object 
is to attempt a reform of the government's 
currency eystem. 


The meeting was opened with a prayer 


by the Rev. M. L. Haines, of the First 
Presbyterian church, ex-President Har- 
rison's place of worship. Then Mr. Hanna 
delivered a brief welcoming address, and 
temporary chairman Jacob W. Smith read 
the call sent out by the executive com- 
mittee. Next came the recommendations 
of the committee for the temporary or- 
ganization naming E. O. Stannard of St. 
Louig as temporary chairman, Jacob W. 
Smith of Indianapolis as temporary secre- 
tary and W. F. G. Golt of Indianapolis as 
eergeant-at-arms. 


In taking the chair Mr. Stannard made 


a brief speech, and then the various com- 
mittees were appointed as recommended 
by the executive committee. 


After the committees retired there were 


calls for a speech from Hon. Charles S. 
Fairchild. In opening he said: 


"For the first time in the history of gov- 


ernments a great scientific financial ques- 
tion was submitted to the people for pop- 
ular consideration in our last election. It 
was a great test of our Institutions, not 
alone in the way in which it was decided, 
because we were considering the adoption 
practically of a tool with, which to con- 
duct our business. Other men at other 
times in our history have considered sim- 
ilar questions, men differing as widely as 
possible in their political views. And yet 
to them there never entered an idea that 
party, section, race, nationality or worldly 
condition was involved." 


After dwelling upon the defects of the 


present monetary system Mr. Fairchild 
concluded with these words: 


"Before the work of this convention is 


finally concluded the business world, not 
only of the United States, but of all the 
world, will be looking at it and its result, 
and I tell you, gentlemen, if it shall dem- 
onstrate (as God grant that it may not) 
that there is within this body not suffici- 
ent wisdom to arrive at something wise 
and conclusive, or if, having so come to a 
conclusion among yourselves, it is dem- 
onstrated that you are so far removed in 
influence from the lawmaking power that 
no results come of it, I tell you, you may 
tremble for the business and political fu- 
ture of this country."

LONDON, Jan. 13.—Lord George Hamil- 


ton, secretary of state for the Indian de- 
partment, has sent to the lord mayor the 
statement upon which the appeal for sub-' 
scriptions for the relief of the famine suf- 
ferers in India was based. He says that 
districts with a population of 37,000,000 
will be sufferers from famine until the 
end of March, and that it may continue in 
some ports until the end of June.

A (Blind M an that (Plays Cards. 


Mr. W. A. Gulden, the blind piano 
tuner from Bonneauville, spent several 
days of last week with his similarly 
unfortunate friend, Mr. J. W. Sunday, 
at the National House. 
Like all blind 
men he has trained himself to do many 
things that appear wonderful to his 
observers through the perseverance and 
patience made a necessity for their ac­ 
complishment. 
One of the things 
that Mr. Gulden does that incites sur­ 
prise and wonder is the playing of 
cards. 
Not only does he play but in 
the language of the game, “ plays a 
good game,” as a number of our citi­ 
zens will attest, some having been 
beaten by him. 
“How can a blind 
man play cards,” you ask. 
Well it is 
this way. 
They have a system of read­ 
ing and wiiting known as the “Braille 
System,” their pen in writing being a 
pin, with which they prick on the pa­ 
per certain figures that represent the 
letters of the alphabet. 
Their sensitive 
touch at once tells them the letter chat 
is represented, and thus they read and 
write. 
Mr. Gulden has his own deck 
and on each end ot every card be has 
letters that tell him what they are. 
For instance, the ace of hearts in their 
style of letters is marked A. H., and 
all the cards are as plainly told.—East 
Berlin News.

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PRIDE OF THE SOUTH 


DISASTER OVKRTAKKS VIRGIN- 
.'■* IA’S FAMOUS UNIVERSITY. 


Tho Seat of Learning afc Charlottes­ 
ville, Founded by Thomas Joftor- 
son. 
Crippled 
by a F ire— 
Schcme of the Institution*

recent fire at the Univer- 
of Virginia, Charlottes* 
Va., was a cause of grief 
only to the graduates and 
immediate friends of that institution,• 
but also to a far greater number of the 
people who know it only by reputation 
as one of the most honorable seats of 
learning in the country. 
The crea­ 
tion of such an institution had long 
been a dream of Thomas Jefferson, 
and the just pride that he took in its 
realization was illustrated by the in­ 
scription that he prepared for his 


project of Thomas Jefferson for forty 
years. 
As early as 1779 he conceived 
the idea, but the public demands upon 
his time for many years were so great 
that it was not until after the peace 
with England in 1815 that he could 
give his undivided attention to it. He 
proposed to found “a university on a 
plan so broad, liberal and modern as 
to be worth patronizing with the pub­ 
lic support and be a temptation to the 
youth of other States to come and 
drink of the cup of knowlekge and 
fraternize with us.” 
Such was his 
language to Dr. Priestley in 1800, and 
his hope was “to draw from Europe 
the first characters in science.’* 


In 1819 a charter was obtained from 
the Virginia Legislature and a location 
selected at Charlottesville, in Albe­ 
marle County. 
The corner stone of 
the university was laid in the presence 
of a great concourse of people, chiaf 
among them being Jefferson, Madison 
and Monroe, two ox-Presidents and 
the then President. 
The place was

tombstone, which cites the fact that 
he was “Father of the University of 
Virginia” as a claim to remembrance 
worthy to be joined with ‘‘Author of 
the Declaration of American Inde­ 
pendence, -and of the Statute of Yir-

ginia for Religious Freedom.” 
The 
chief building of the university was 
tlie rotunda, which was planned by 
Jefferson and erected under his srroer- 
vision, and which gave the institution 
a distinctive character that elevated it 
above the usual conventional environ - 


only five miles distant from Monti- 
cello, Jefferson's country seat, and 
Jefferson daily watched the new build­ 
ings as they arose. 
It was the last 
work of his life, the crowning grace of 
a career spent in the public service 
and for good of his country. 


A large sum of money had been 
raisod by public subscription, JeJer- 
son himself contributing $1000, but it 
was not Jefferson’s idea that it should 
be a private institution. He intended 
that it should be a State institution, 
to be supported largely by the State, 
and this was where the tug of war 
came. 
The Virginia Legislature was 
not accustomed to appropriate money 
for such objects. 
The people were" 
poor, money came hard, and party 
passion was not extinct. 


A very respectable and influential 
minority 
in 
the 
State were 
op­ 
posed to Jefferson on many grounds, 
but more particularly on the ground 
of 
religion. 
Orthodoxy was still 
powerful, 
and it 
was 
feared that 
an educational institution 
fathered 
by Thomas Jefferson would teach free- 
thinking in religion. if not atheism. 
He finally conquered, however. Good* 
ly sums were appropriated to erect the 
handsome buildings that 
Jefferson 
planned. 
Three hundred thousand 
dollars in all were given for the build­ 
ings—a large sum of money in the 
early days of this centuAy—and $15,- 
000 a year was devoted to the support 
of the institution. 


Jefferson was the Chairman of the 
First Board of Trustees, and it was the 
work of the last years of his life to 
superintend the buildings as they were 
erected. 
Tie engaged workmen, se­ 
lected timber, bought bricks, and even 
hired workmen to come from Italy to 
make the carvings in stone. 
In the 


from England, was the foremost fchem 
ist of the time and noted for his scien 
tifio attainments. 
Four States wero 
competing for his services in their 
sohools of learning, but when Jeffer 
son invited him to Charlottesville ho 
accepted. 
The orthodox Virginians, 
however, would nob stand it, for Dr. 
Cooper was a Unitarian, and a storm 
was evoked that threatened the well­ 
being of the university. Jefferson was 
obliged to yield and relinquished Dr. 
Cooper to one of the other institutions 
competing for his services. 


The main body of the professors were 
ensraged in England, only the chairs 
of law, ethic3 and chemistry being 
filled trom the United Skate«, and in 
March, 
1S25, 
the 
universitv was 
opened with forty students. 
Before 
the beginning of the second yoar there 
were over 170 students in attendance. 
From the date of its opening down to 
the beginning of the Civil War the 
average attendance was larger, there 
being representatives from nearly all 
the States, though, of course, mainly 
from the Southern States. 


Jefferson, of course, selected the 
library, excluding therefrom all works 
of fiction, 
not because such books 
should not ba read, but because they 
had noplace in the libriiry of an edu­ 
cational institution. 


Jefferson’s idea of college or univer­ 
sity discipline was to place the stu­ 
dents on honor, trusting them as gen­ 
tlemen to conform to the rules of the 
institution. 
It has worked with ad­ 
mirable success as a rule. 
A spirit of 
freedom has been developed, 
and 
while there have been individuals who 
have proved false, the great body of 
the students have been faithful to 
hiqrh ideals of behavior. 


When the Civil War came the ma­ 
jority of the Southern students cast 
their fortunes with the army of the 
Confederacy, and the university was 
subjected to a severe ordeal. 
When 
the war broke out the average attend­ 
ance of students was 6o0. 
It tell at 
once to a score or two, but the insti­ 
tution was kept open, and only once 
did the war come near it. 
In March, 
1S85, General Sheridan and his cav­ 
alry was at Charlottesville for a num­ 
ber of days, but during his stay he 
placed guards around the grounds of 
the university, and preserved 
the 
property uninjured. 
Since the war 
the university has regained its ancient 
prestige, the attendance being larger 
than ever before. 


The present disaster will be a great 
blow, for it cannot be restored as it 
was, and many of the historical as­ 
sociations will be destroyed forever. 
The hopeful sido of this melancholy 
picture is seen in the promptness and 
zeal with which the faculty have 
started a movement to restore the 
burned buildings, and at the same 
time to provide the university with 
other buildings that have long been 
sadly needed. 
It is proposed to re- 
erect the rotunda on the old lines, and 
thus perpetuate the outward evidence 
of Jefferson's work as the founder of 
the institution. 
The estimated cost 
of this restoration is $80,000, and a 
new building is desired to replace the 
annex which shall cost $90,000; while 
other structures that are needed at 
the earliest possible moment will call 
for $76,000, and the purchase of new 
books and the proper endowment of 
the library S50,00U apiece—a grand 
total of $346,000, towards whicii in­ 
surance and endowments in hand will 
provide 858,000. 
There is thus re­ 
quired, the faculty estimate, $288,000 
“ to rehabilitate our alma mater m a 
manner not unworthy of her illus­ 
trious father and her devoted sons.” 
A confident appeal for help will bo 
mad© to the Virginia Legislature, but 
pending its action, the faculty invite 
the alumni of the institution to share 
in the work. 
“Nor should the call 
reach only graduates of the univer­ 
sity,” says the New York Post. 
“It3 
fullest equipment is a matter of Na­ 
tional importance, and no friend of 
education in any part of the country 
could do better service for the up­ 
building of the South, and thereby of 
the whole country, than by a contri­ 
bution to this fund,”

TJbeir Prospects for Ultimate Vic- 
tory Growing Brighter. 


KEY WEST, Fla., Jan. 13.—Aocorditifr to 
fidvicos recolvod here from Havana tho 
povornment docs not allow news of tho 
burning of plautationa, etc., to be pub- 
lished, but It is stated on roliablo authority 
that) if the govornmont allowed the grind- 
ingvof cano in Havana province the plan- 
ter« wonld not be able to make 10,000 hoc;s- 
heads of sugar, because, from eight miles 
out of Havana as far as Matanzas, nearly 
all tho sugar cane has been burned. 


Gnaneral Woyler asserts that there are 
only 500 Insurgents in the province of 
Pinar del Rio, but the Cubans say that ho 
will shortly repent having made such a 
statoinent. 
There is no doubt that the in- 
Burgents have suffered greatly from sick- 
ness and other causes, but it is claimed 
that should the Spanish commander only 
partly withdraw his troops from the west- 
ern part of Pinar del Rio tho insurgents 
will again concentrate In largo bodies, 
having only scattered Into small groups 
for the present in order to escape the over- 
whelmingly largo force sent against them. 


Only a few weeks ago the captain gen- 
eral ad-ritted that there were still 3,000 
men under arms against the government 
in Pinar del Rio. But tho troops have 
certainly not brought baok with them 
from the mountains 3,000 machetes, much 
less 3,000 rifles and the necessary ammuni- 
tion. 
The Cubans claim that all such 
statements are directed from Madrid for 
the purpose of influencing congressional 
action at Washington, and there is good 
reason to believe that such is the case. By 
apparently showing tho pacification of 
Pinar del Rio the Spaniards undoubtedly 
hope to prevent any recognition of the 
belligerency of the Cubans. 


As a matter of fact, by the death of 
Maceo, there seems to be little or no 
change In the situation when compared 
with what it was a year ago, unless it is 
that tho Cubaus have more conlidence, 
more arms and more ammunition than 
ever before, and that they are carrying the 
warfare close to the gates of Havana, 
•¿uch^ state of affairs Is likely to continue, 
from all appftarances, until the Spaniards 
are exhausted financially and compelled 
to agree to all or nearly all the demand« 
of tho Cubans. 
The latter are playing a 
Blow but sure waiting game, and they can 
afford to do so, for it is apparent to every 
disinterested spectator of the struggle that 
this policy must win sooner or later. 


A great deal, of course, depends upon 
Maximo Gomez and the progress his army 
will make during the next few weeks or 
so. But it is not thought likely that Go- 
mez will risk a pitched battle with the 
Spaniards when he can probably accom- 
plish the end in viow without taking any 
such chances. However, the Cubans ex- 
pect military news of Importance shortly, 
as It is understood that they have been ad- 
vised by the Mew York junta that the mo- 
ment is opportune for a coup of some kind 
which will be of importance enough to 
demonstrate that General Weyler is not 
stating the exact facts when he says that 
the province of Pinar del Rio is pacified, 
and that he is now proceeding to accom- 
plish the pacification of the island of Cuba. 


Tho insurgents have been frequently 
taunted by tlie Spaniards, and the fact has 
been much commented upon in the United 
States that tho insurgents do not possess 
a single toY/n of any importance. 
This is 
susceptible of an easy explanation. 
It is 
almost impossible for forces lacking in 
artillery to capture fortified towns pro- 
vided with an abundance of artillery and 
plenty of ammunition for tho same. 
But 
now tho insurgent leaders have been pro- 
vided v/ith a few field liieces, which, al- 
though they may not bo of suiUclently 
largo caliber to bo used as siege guns, may 
Bhortly be utiJîzod in a manner which will 
astoui'ih tho Spanish, who have hitherto 
onjoyod considerable immunity owing to 
having the monopoly of artillery of tho 
isliUid. 
During recent mouths things 
have been made more equal, and the insur- 
gouts arc not placed at tho same disadvan- 
tajios that they wore twelve months ago.

The 
comments 
on 
road 
building 
now breaking out in the Stale news- 
papers as the result ot Governor Hast- 
ings' remarks on the subject in his an- 
nual message are to the last 
degree 
discouraging. 
The Governor himself 
treated 
the 
subject 
af 
considerable 
length in a conventional way, with a 
mild suggestion of a State appropria- 
tion at some other time and under con» 
dilions different from those now exist- 
ing. 
But for the newspapers to talk at 
this late day of making 
good 
roads 
simply by changing the laws permit- 
ting farmers to work 
out 
their 
road 
taxes is to add 
nothing new 
to the 
subject and to borrow 
nothing 
from 
the experience of those States 
where 
within five or six years good roads have 
actually been built. 


If Pennsylvania is ever to have good 
roads she will have to get them as New 
Jersey, Massachusetts and even 
some 
of the southern States have got them, 
b y paying the cost of their construc- 
tion. 
If the banks were compelled to 
pay interest on their deposits of State 
money, 
which 
deposits 
amount 
to 
three or tour millions a year, the rev- 
enue 
thus derived 
would 
make 
the 
small beginning of a road fund. 
Sixty 
thousand dollars from the State annu- 
ally, with a sum from every county or 
township equal to every thousand dol- 
lars appropriated to it, would at least 
start the movement; but Pennsylvania 
ought to be able to equal the road ap- 
propriations made by 
New Jersey or 
Massachusetts. 


Compulsory 
attendance 
at 
school 
lias not been 
secured 
either 
in 
this 
Stale or in New York by the statutes 
devised to enforce it. 
According 
to 
the statement 
ot Governor 
Black in 
his inaugural message to the New York 
Legislature, there are 328,000 children 
in that State who do not attend 
the 
schools. 
The most serious difficulty in 
enfoicing the law has been the failure 
to piovide school room for the children 
who would attend if places of assem- 
blage and teachers should be provided. 
T h e compulsory experiment has at least 
had the good result of bringing to the 
public attention the necessity for more 
schoolhouses. 


It is stated by a legislative commit- 
tee of investigation that there are 35,- 
000 
speak-easies 
in 
Pennsylvania, 
against 24»OOQ licensed places for the 
sale of liquor. 
This indicates a most 
deplorable condition of affairs, to rem- 
edy which will require energetic action 
on the part of the police of the State. 
But if the laws should be amended by 
largely reducing the license fee for the 
exclusive sale of beer and light wines 
^here is reason to believe that the num- 
ber 
of places 
for the illicit 
sale 
of 
liquors would be greatly 
diminished. 
T h e swarms of speak easies in the Slate 
in which the laws are violated with im- 
punity, show how futile would be the 
scheme of prohibition in Pennsylvania. 


It appears from the official reports 
that 
the 
industry 
of 
''moonshine" 
whiskey 
distillmg 
in 
the South 
has 
been on the increase, notwithstanding 
the vigilance of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau. 
During the past year not less 
than 1905 
illicit 
whiskey 
distilleries 
have been destroyed, most of them in 
the South and Southwest. 
Although 
numerous "moonshine" distil ers have 
been brought to grief in their conflict 
with 
the public 
authorities, 
and 
al 
though ten revenue officers have been 
killed and fifteen severely wounded in 
twelve months, the contraband busi- 
ness still 
flourishes.

become thick-walled, and doubtless, 
thous^h not so stated by the depart- 
ment, Iho cellulose, constituting the 
joung cell of which the cell is com- 
posed, is transformed into lignin, or 
tlSme otbcr substance indigestible for 
tho horse. 
Tho surface of the hair is 
marked by sharp-pointed 
tubercles 


bent toward the apex. 
Taken into the 
btomach of the horse, these hairs form 
themselves into masses of u spherical 
Bhape. 
They are arranged with their 
bases toward tho center of the ball, 
this position being facilitated by the 
tubercleB pointing toward the apex of 
the hair.

tho bottoms of the hives in the upper 
row come over the openings between 
tho hives in the lower row. 


The next row is set on top of the 
second row, and in a similar manner, 
and so on until all the hives are in, or 
tho ceiling is reached.

jection to this plan is that in carrying 
the bees out in the spring any joggling 
of the hives disturbs ami arousds all 
the bees in tho whole pile, while with 
the plan of piling up the hives one 
directly over another, with sticks be- 
tween tho hives, tho moving of a hivo 
disturbs only the bees in that single 
pilo of three or four hives, and by 
tho time that this disturbance amounts 
to very much all of tho bees in that 
particular pile havo been carried out.

A HEALTHFOIj PRUIT. 


The plentiful supply of apples this 
seasoD, with its 
natural corollary, 
cheapness, should make'this heakhfiil 
iruit in common use in every house- 
holtl. 
Physicians consider apples a 
febrifuge of great value in che autumn 
and early ^Yinte^ months, when ihey 
are in their perfection and when the 
insidious fevers are most apt to lie in 
ivait for their victims. 
For breakfast 
and luncheon the fruit may be served 
in ita natural state, but at nif^ht, ¡jar- 
ticularly if there are children in the 
family, it should be cooked. 
The list 
of appetizing dishes that may be x^re- 
pared from apples runs from 
the 
homely, but very good, when well 
made, brown Betty through a loug 
range of custards, p^uddinge, pastries 
and meringues. 
Among these, apple 
snov/ may bo mentioned as delicate 
aud especially couEJorving tho flavor 
of the fruit: 
Peel, core and quarter 
a number of apples; set them to boil 
with a little water, sugar and the thin 
rind of a lemon ; when quite done, re- 
move the Jemon rind aud pass the 
apples through a hair sieve.

some whites of eggs beaten to a froth, 
stir them lightly into the apple iDureo, 
n spoonful at a time, until the mixture 
is of the consistency of whipped cream 
and quite stiiT.

A New Life-lSftving Dcvice.

This door is globular 
in form, and can bo made any size, 
whilo it is litted on a casting tormetl 
in two parts bolted to tho bulkhead.

pliance enables a man in tho stoke 
hole, on deck or on tho bridge to close 
the water-tight doors instantaneously 
by turning a simple lever. The doors, 
which are constructed of metal, aro 
sharp enough to cut through, in their 
rotation, any obstacle in their way. 
There is, therefore, above each door 
an electric boll, which is turned on as 
a warning to those who are about to 
pass through the opening that

door is to bo closed.

Chiokon and Eggs ou Toast—Put a 
f?ood lump of butter into a frying pan. 
When it is hot, stir iu iiveM'oll beaten 
eggs, with a good dash of popper, a 
fioltspoonful of salt and a tablespoon- 
ful of parsley. 
Stir and toss for threo 
minutes. 
Have ready fsonio slices of 
buttered toast; spread thick with sea-

Hundreds of Millions Represented 
at Indianapolis. 


iNmAN APOLis, Jan. 13.—Chairman Hujrh 
Hanna of tho exocutive commltteo of the 
monetary conforouco, oiillocl that body to 
order at Tomllnsou Hall yesterday after- 
noon. At that timo thoro was seated In 
tho auditorium over 800 delegates, repre- 
senting buRinoHS intorestB that run up in 
value to tho hundreds of millions. It was 
H fine looking body of men, whoso objeot 
is to attempt a reform of tho government's 
currency system. 


Tho meeting was oponed with a prayer 
by tho Rev. M. L. Haines, of tho First 
Presbyterian church, cx-Prosldent Har- 
rison's place of worship. Then Mr. Hanna 
delivered a brlof welcominfc address, and 
temporary chairman Jacob W. Smith read 
tho call sent out by tho exocutive com- 
xnittoo. Next camo the recommendations 
of tho committee for the temporary or- 
ganization naming B. O. Stannard of St. 
Louis as temporary chairman» Jacob W. 
Smith of Indianapolis as temporary secre- 
tary and W. F. 0. Golt of Indianapolis as 
sergeant-at-arms. 


In taking the chair Mr. Stannard made 
a brief spooch, and then tho various com- 
mittees wore appointed as recommondod 
by tho oxecutlvo committee. 


After tho committees retired there wore 
calls for a speooh from Hon. Charles S. 
FiUrchild. In opening he said: 


"For the first timo in the history of gov- 
ernments a groat scientiüc financial ques- 
tion was submitted to tho people for pop- 
ular consideration in our last election. It 
was a great tost of our institutions, not 
alono in tho way in which it was decided, 
because wo wore considering the adoption 
practically of a tool with.which to con- 
duct our business. 
Other men at other 
times in our history have considered sim- 
ilar questions, men differing as widely as 
possible in their political views. And yet 
to thom thero never entered an idea that 
party, section, race, nationality or worldly 
Condition was involved." 


After dwelling upon the defects of tho 
present monetary system Mr. Falrchild 
concluded with theso words: 


"Before tho work of this convention is 
finally concluded tho business world, not 
only of the United States, but of all the 
world, will be looking at it and Its result, 
and 1 toll you, gentlemen, if lb shall dem- 
onstrate (as God grant that It may not) 
that thoro Is within this body not suffici- 
ent wisdom to arrive at something wise 
fend conclusive, or if, having so come to a 
conclusion among yourselves, it is dem- 
onstrated that you are so far removed in 
infiuenco from tho lawmaking power that 
no results come of it, I toll you, you may 
tremble for tho business and political fu- 
ture of this country."
